Governor Goebel Improving—Doctors 
Say the Patient May Pull 
Through—Takes WNourish- 
ment—Ate Ice Cream 
Last Night. 


Frankfort, Ky., February 3.—At 
12:30 o’clock Governor Goebel was 
as comfortable as he had been at any 
time during the day. He was able 
to take a little nourishment at mid- 
night, some ice cream being given 
him. The indications are for a good 
night. 

Frankfort, Ky., February 2.—The con- 
fition of William Goebel] is tonight con- 
sidered better than at any time since 
he was shot. The fron will and determi- 
nation of the wounded man that he will 
not die by an assassin's bullet is, how- 
ever, still considered the main factor in 
gustaining him, but tonfght the attend- 
ing physicians for the first time hold out 
some hope for his ultimate recovery. Gov- 
ernor Goebel secured some sleep during 
the day, which increased his strength per- 
ceptibly, and though ynfavorable symp- 
toms showed themseives at times, the 
sick man always rallied well. Companred 
with twenty-four hours ago his condi- 
tion shows a decided improvement, his 
temperature being more nearly normal, 
though some fever still shows itself. His 
pulse and respirations are still high, but 
his kidneys, the condition of which last

uraemic poisoning. 
during the day complained somewhat of 
bed soreness and he was turned partly 
on his side to relieve the strained mus- 
cles. This for a time had an unfavorable 
effect, but he soon rallied and shortly 
afterwards fell intg a light sleep. His 
temperature tonight is 100%, his respira- 
tion’ 38 and pulse 120. Should the wound- 
ed man succeed in passing through the 
night well, his physicians express 
hope that his recovery, though necessarily 


glow, will be sure. 

“At present Governor Goebel breathes 
Ritogether from his left lung,”’ said Dr. 
Williams tonight. ‘‘Clotted blood has 
almost entirely coated his wounded right 
lung, which, of course, forms a natural 
bandage, and prevents further bleeding, 
but later will prove somewhat a source 
of danger. The clotted blood will de- 
compose in about eight days, and then 
it may be necessary to remove a SseC- 
‘tion of a rib in order to remove the de- 
composed blood. The wound will then 
be drained and the danger 
from secondary hemorrhage.”

The plaintiffs then quote the provisions of 
the constitution of the state of Kentucky, 
which Governor Taylor claims gave him the 
power to adjourn the legislature. 

The petition then continues: 

The Plaintiffs now state that they had not 
in any manner disagreed as to the adjourn- 
ment of either house, nor had they in any re- 
spect been guilty of any dereliction of duty, 
nor had they failed nor refused to faithfully 
perform their duties pertaining to the general 
assembly and their respective. offices. 3ut 
they say, notwithstanding said fact, the de- 
fendants are now threatening by a force of 
arms and other violent methods to force the 
legislature as aforesaid to meet at London, 
in Laurel county, Kentucky, and still refuse 
and threaten to prevent a meeting of the gen- 
eral assembly in their respective chambers at 
the state capitol or anywhere in the city of 
Frankfort, the seat of government of this 
commonwealth, and unless enjoined and re- 
strained by the orders of this honorable court, 
they will prevent the meetings of the general 
assembly at the place designated by the con- 
stitution and the laws of this commonwealth, 
and will force them to meet at Londen, in 
Laurel county, as aforesaid. 


‘ Is a Lawless Place. 


They further state that said Laurel countv 
is in a lawless portion of the state, without 
any sufficient police force or civil authority to 
protect the members of the general assembly 
in the discharge of their official duties and in 
a section of the state where many lawless dis- 
turbances and factional fights have 
fors occurred, often resulting in the adjourn- 
ment of the courts of the state, making it fre- 
quently necessary for the state militia to be 
called out to protect the courts in the dischargs 
of their official duties. 

And notwithstanding troops have been re- 
peatedly called to said section; and they operat- 
ed in conjunction with the civl _authorities, 
they have been totally unable to suppress the 
fights and lawlessness and factional strife in 
said sections, and the same is now completely 


the law. The plaintiffs further aver that 
denying the right of the defendants to make 
the adjournment of the general assembly with 
their consent, they, the plaintiffs, have re- 
peatedly, to-wit: On the 3list day of Jan- 
uary, 1900, and on the Ist day of February, 
1900. and on other occasions made an effort to 
enter the ball of the house of representatives 
and the senate chamber at regular hours for 
transacting their business, and have been met 
with a large military force acting under the 
defendant, W. S. Taylor, and his adjutant gen- 
eral, and prohibited from entering the house 
for the purpose of discharging their duties. 
They further state that with a view of 
transacting the public business so necessary 
to the public interest and welfare of this 
commonwealth, they then adjourned from the 
state building, where they had heretofore as- 
sembled, to the city hall in Frankfort, when 
assembling there in the discharge of their duty, 
they were again met by soldiers and prevent- 
ed from entering the city hall. They then at- 
tempted to assemble at the courthouse in said 
city and were again met by the military under 
the control of the defendant and the adju- 
tant general and forbidden to enter that build- 
ing for any purpose whatever. They further 
say that the seat of government had not be- 
come dangerous from any cause whatever, save 
and except from the lawlessness engendered 
and brought about by the defendant’s own un- 
lawful and wrongful acts, and but for the said 
unlawful and wrongful acts of the defendant 
perfect peace and quiet would now reign and 
prevail at Frankfort, the seat of government 
of this commonwealth. But they say that even 
if these allegations In reference to the dan- 
ger at the seat of government were not true, 
that still these plaintiffs hi@®e not disagreed 
and the two houses of the gengral assembly 
has not disagreed with reference to the time 
of adjournment, or as to the place of meeting 


fof the general assembly. 


They further say that it is given out in 
speeches by those in military command under 
the said Taylor that no meeting of the gen- 
eral assembly at any 
discharging their legislative duties except 
at London, Laurel county, Kentucky. 


Interferes with Duties. 


That the regular session of the legislature 
began on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in January, 1900, and under the laws 
and constitution of the state ends within sixty 
judicial days, and such has been the exercise 
of these unwarranted and tyrannical powers 
on the part of the defendant that it is im- 
possible for these plaintiffs or any of them 
to discharge their official duties. They furth-

Macon, Ga., February 2.—(Special.)— 
Taibott & Palmer, who for several years 
have conducted a stock and bond broker- 
ace business in Macon and who have 
within the last five months established 
offices in Atlanta and Birmingham, an- 
nounced their failure this afternoon. Mr. 
C. H. Hall, their attorney, has their-a#- 
fairs in charge. 

The firm stood so high that the news 
of their collapse has excited more than 
ordinary interest, The firm was com- 
posed of Ellis M. Talbott and T. Wal- 
lace Paimer and for a long time they had 
no competition {in Macon. The amount 
of thelr Nabillties is not yet fully known. 
A Constitution reporter held an inter- 
view with Mr. Talbott, the senior mem- 
ber of the firm, and he said: 

“The exact amount of our HMabilities I 
do not accurately know. The books will 
be gone over tomorrow. I think it lis in 
the’ neighborhood of $25,000, or possibly 
somewhat over that. The cause of our 
failure was the panic in the cotton mar- 
ket of December the 18th. ’e made an 
error of judgment. We were not in the 
market ourselves. Since that time we 
have paid out over $100,000 and hecame ex- 
hausted. We thhave individually and as a 
firm turned over everything we own to 
our creditors. There wil] be none pre- 
ferred.’’ ° 

Asked if any one was particularly hurt 
by the fallure, Mr. Talbott said that in 
the last -few days proportionate pay- 
ments had been made; that for example 
where $30,000 was owed the amount had 
been reduted to $1,000. 

It is not believed that the failure in- 
volves anybody here for any very large 
amount, Mr. Talbott states that both his 
Atiauta and Birmingham offices have 
been closed and he wished it further 
stated that the failure of his firm had 
nothing to do with that of Bacheller & 
Co.. of New Orleans, who failed a few 
days ago. He hopes to be able to resume 
business shortly. 

(“ Wailace Palmer, of the firm, has 
heen absent from ‘tthe city for two days. 
It is understood that he has gone to 
Chicago and his return is expected.

In his report he calls attention 
to the fact that two steamers, running 
in conjunction, make one round trip every 
‘two weeks from Hawkinsville, on the 
Ocmulgee river, to Brunswick, and that 
two steamers ply from Doctortown over 
most of the Altamaha, and their com- 
merce is tributary to the Savarinah, 
Florida and Western railway at Doctor- 
town. He also makes this interesting 
statement about this river: 

“The sum of $10,000 can be economically 
and advantageously expended during the 
comigg year. No permanent improve- 
ment can be effected, as new obstruc- 
tions caused by logs and snags form 
during every freshet stage. They should, 
however, diminish in number from year 
to year. A large appropriation was made 
March 3, 1899, for the improvement of 
the Ocmulgee river. This will be of local 
benefit only, unless the Altamaha is im- 
proved to an equal degree.”

This is why the 
American farmer stands more firmly than 
ever in the position that has so often been 
reiterated through his organizations—that 
so long as there is a tariff, the farmer 
should have his share of it, and particu- 
larly where duties would protect him 
against the competition of the tropics in 
their cheap labor. 

e The agricultural votes of the United 
States elected you as president in the 
faith that thev should be equally treated 
with the manufacturer in matters of 
tariff and taxation. They cannot believe 
that you or the present congress will 
take away the farmers’ protection while 
leaving it upon the manufacturer. If 
there is to be any tariff reduction let it 
apply to manufacturers equally with agri- 
cultural products. If you are to subject 
the farmer to the competition of coolie 
labor in the tropics, as an offset to ithis 
make a like reduction in the tariff on 
manufactures, 

It is hard to conceive, in the face 
of the surrender of the administration 
to such a selfish and ignoble plea as 
this, our country should be thus com- 
mitted to a policy which would stamp 
it as an unconscionable land-grabber 
and destroyer of the rights of the peo- 
ple with whom it may come into con- 
tact. This capture of the administra- 
tion furnishes a subject which must, in

The acquisition of new territery does not 
fermally constitute that territory a 
“state’’* withm th2 meaning that it is 
thenceforth to be considered a party to 
the constitutioma] contract and to be ex- 
pressly intended in every clause of the 
constitution which contains the word 
“state.”’ This, of course, would he cen- 
trary to ‘the plainest justice and common 
sense. This constitutional contract was 
too selemn and important a matter to be 
violently or stealthily broken into by any 
individual or group of individuals whom 
the political fortunes of some ambitious 
faction might find it converient to count 
within the terms of the contract. It is 
very plain what the constitution meant 
by the word ‘‘state,’’ when it said “No tax 
or duty shall be paid on any articles ex- 
ported from eny state.”” It meant from 
any state a party to the contract, or that 
should thereafter, by the direct action of 
congress, be admitted as such party. Porto 
Rico is not such a party. 

Even admitting the correctness of 
the line of argument pursued by The 
Commercial, both tradition and prece- 
dent, which are the strongest methods 
of interpretation, stand on the other 
side. When the northwest territory 
and the different purchases were ad- 
mitted into the union there was uno 
question, not even any hint, of any 
discrimination of relationship between 
them and the states to which they 
joined their fortunes. So overpowering 
and overwhelming was the idea that 
territory was taken in in order to be 
given the benefits and advantages of 
our, government that no one ever 
dreamed of a different course. It is 
Strange that after a hundred years, 
during which time the states of the 
union have been quadrupled, that now 
for the first time there should arise a 
question of differential tariffs. During

ven in the case of Alaska, which. 
like Porto Rico, was cut off by natural 
barriers and was far removed, that free 
trade that appertains to our territory 
prevailed from the very first.

then, at this late day should there arise 
differences of interpretation, unless 
there lies behind the contention a 
deeper motive than has yet been made 
apparent, and one which may strike at 
the states of the union themselves, as 
readily as it strikes at the territories 
thereof? On this line a hint is dropped 
by The Commercial, which declares 
that ‘“‘so far from congress not having 
power to enforce tariff laws against 
Porto Rico, it has, by the constitution. 
power to permit any state fo raise tariff 
barriers: against the products of any 
other state.”’ 

Here, then, is the kernel of the whole 
situation. The attack now being made 
upon the people of Porto Rico is, in 
reality, an attack upon the people of 
the whole American union. A differ- 
ential tariff once befng permitted 
‘against Porto Rico, becomes at once but 
a precedent by which small bands of 
manufacturing states can raise tariff 
barriers against other states which 
threaten competition. The mill men of 
the New England district, failing from 
every other source, can move for such 
tariff and import duties against the 
mill men of the south and west as to 
drive them out-of business. The fa- 
vored sections will get together, and 
through the strong arm of the law, wi™ 
localize all the advantages of manufac- 
ture and place other sections of the 
union under an embargo. 

This question, then, is one which 
grows larger the more it is studied, 
and which contains matter enough to 
alarm the people of the entire country.

The main industry here is 
the production of cotton and every- 
thing else depends in large measure on 
the price of cotton. The difference 
between the sale of 9,000,000 bales of

| 000 at 6 cents is about $30,000,000 in 
| favor of the farmer, and $30,000,000 
distributed through the channels of 
trade and business is a very signifi- 
cant sum of money. 

But a 9,000,000-bale crop would bring 
more than 8 cents a pound. A new 
demand for cotton has been created by 
the wonderful increase in the number 
of spindles and looms in the south. 
South Carolina is already consuming 
practically the emire cotton product 
of the’ state. Very shortly Alabama 
will be foilowing suit. Why should the 
farmers, of all classes, persist in clos- 
ing their eyes to their real interests?

single sack of corimercial fertilizers for the 


ent and perhaps succeeding years, thereby fe- 
ducing the annual crop to, say, 7,000,000 
bales, which would sell for not less than !0 
and perhaps |2 cents, per pound, amounting 
to $350,000,000 or more, instead of expending 
many millions for fertilizers and increasing the 
crop to 10,000,000 bales and running the 
price down to 5 cents, or $250,000,000 for the 
entire crop, which makes a difference of not 
less than $100,000,000 clear to the cotton 
planters for the staple by using no guano, 
and many milHons in addition thereto ex- 
pended for commercial fertilizers. 

This plan would teach the commercial fer- 
tilizer trust a lesson long to be remembered, 
and fill the pockets of cotton planters with 
plenty of money. 

Or, instead of the above, compromise with 
the fertilizer trust, pay fairly remunerative 
prices for their goods, cut down the acreage 
in cotton one-third, thereby reducing the crop 
to, say, about 7,000,000 bales, which would 
sell for not less than $350,000,000 In the ag- 
gregate. Add the one-third taken from cotton 
to provision and forage crops, not neglecting 
an ample supply of summer and winter grazing 
for stock. Either of these plans would soon 
make the south the most prosperous spot on 
the earth. And it could be so easily carried 
out if the cotton planters would determine to

cTRONG EMOTION WAS MANIFESTED 


Several Members of Congressional 
Committees Were in Tears When 
General Howard find Captain 
Howell Finished Address- 
ing the Committee. 


Atlanta will secure a national military 
park, if the conclusions drawn by the 
members of the two committees of At- 
-jantians that visited Washington to urge 
upon congress the advisability of estab- 
lishing such a park are not wholly at 
fault. 

The two committees returned yes@erday. 
Those in the party were: T. B. Neal, 
Mayor Woodward, R. D. Spalding, H. H. 
Cabaniss, A. J. West, Forrest Adair, 
Alex Mattison, R. B. Bullock, T. H. Mar- 
tin and E. P. Black. Colonel 'W. A. 
Hemphill and Hoke Smith, members of 
the committees,. returned tto Arstlanta 
Thursday because of pressing business 
engagements. 

All of the members of the delegation 
returned home filled with enthusiasm over 
the outlook for sécuring the park. While 
the more conservative members of the 
delegation do not believe that all of the 
money necessary to buy the land for 
the park and beautify it will be appro- 
priated at this session of congress, they 
think it extremely probable that at least 
enough money will be set aside to pur- 
chase the property on which options are 
hel& This would be sufficient to guar- 
antee the ultimate establishment of the 
proposed park. « 

Mr. Martin Talks. 


T. H. Martin, secretary of the Atlanta 
Business Men’s League and a member of 
the committee from that body, said yes- 
terday: 

“The fact was strongly impressed upon 
the military committees of the house and 
senate by the spokesmen for our delega- 
tion that some of the options we had se- 
cured would expire on March list and 
.tould not be renewed except at a much 
higher figure. In fact, some of the op- 
tions could not be renewed except at a 
price which would preclude the purchase 
of the property from an economical stand- 
point. 

“I believe it extremely pfobable that 
enough monéy will be appropriated ta 
close these options and bind the deal for 
the property. This would make the es- 
tablishment of the park at some future 
date absolutely certain. 

“We found absolutely no opposition to 
theeestablishment of a national military 
park. Some hesitation was shown by 
Speaker Henderson and some of the 
members of the house committee to ap- 
propriate as large a sum of money as 
would be needed to completely establish 
the park while the expenses of the gov- 
ernment are so great. 

“The committee on public buildings and 
the committee on rivers and _ harbors 
have decided not tto hold any meetings 
or make any report at this session of 
congress for this reason. 

“The jdea of establishing a national 
military park here met with such general 
favor, even enthusiasm, that we all feel 
assured the ultimate success of the pro- 
ject is certain.”’ 

Forrest Adair Enthusiastic. 

Forrest Adair, who was a member of 
the delegation, was seen yesterday. He 
Said: 

“The picturesque features 
Upon our hearings before the military 
committees of the two houses of cop- 
gress have been entirely overlooked. Jt 
is my belief that they will have a more 
important bearing upon the future ac- 
tion of the two ~committtees than all of 
the facts and figures we presented to 
back our request for an appropriation. . 

“The members of those two committees 
'Will remember the sentiment that per- 
Vaded the hearings and the emotions in- 
Spired by the speakers after they hayge 
forgotten the facts in the case. 3 

“We had with us General O. O. How- 
ard, the oldest surviving general of Sher- 
man’s army; General A. P. Stewart, the 
next to the oldest living general of the 
confederacy, and General John B. Gor- 
don.

General Gordon Spoke. 


General John B, Gordon said that he 
understood the necessity of retrenchm:nt 
in expenditure; but this was a matter the 
suc(ss of which depended upon immedi- 
aie action. The old soldiers were passing 
away. The marks of the battle fieid were 
being fast obiterated. and only a short 
time remained in whiecn the work evould 
be done at all. More than this, the op- 
tisns would soon expire, and could not 
be renewed. They had veen obtained be- 
fore it Was known the park project wis 
on foot, and if allowed to expire they 
could not be renewed on favorai‘zie terms. 
Jie felt that he wus violating no cunfi- 
dence in saying what, in conterence, the 
Atlanta committee had determined to rest 
satisfied if only enough money could be 
now obtained to i@jd the options, and 
that the matier of improvement and cx- 
tenston could be taken up later. He did 
not dive in Atlanta, but four and one- 
half miles in the suburbs, the same dis- 
tance from the city that the park would 
Le, and that land ‘n his bnmediate vicin- 
ity had.changed hands ait $1,000 per acre. 
Tnat the growth of Atlanta was in the 
direction of the proposed park, out Peach- 
tree street, the principal residence street 
of the city, and a magnificent driveway 
extending some miles beyond the park: 
limits. He felt confident, therefore, thar 
values would zapiily enhance, and that 
the Jand now cuntrvolled by the options 
could not again be commanded by any- 
thing like the same prices. He fe.t that 
congress could do no more patriotig work 
and no more useful and worthy work 
than in creating these parks in order that 
the sons of the men who fought could for 
all time visit and understand the battles 
fought by their fathers. 

General Howard’s Talk. 


General O. O. Howard said that he was 
very deeply interested in the movement 
to establish a park on the battlefields 
arourmdl Atlanta. He had commanded a 
corps under General Thomas and at Mc- 
Pherson’s death, had succeeded to the 
command of the Army of the Tennessee. 
That he had been engaged in all of the 
battles around Atlanta. He said that 
General Dodge, who would be present 
but for illness, was also very much in 
favor of this park, He understood the 
need of economy, but urged that at least 
enough money be now granted to allow 
the land to ke secured at the low valu- 
ation of the options, and that its im- 
provement could follow when it would be 
more convenient to spare the money, He 
was very much in favor of the park as 
an educationa] agent. But above all he 
thought ‘that the great campaigns of 
America should be commemorated in this 
wav, amd he thought that. the work 
should be started now, or at least ,the 
land secured, and ‘the active work of im- 
provement begun as soon as possible. 

General Stewart’s Indorsement. 

General Alex P. Srewart said that he 
had been connected with the Chickamau- 
ga, park matter as one of its commis- 
sioners from the beginning. He couid 
testify to the beneficial influence of the 
park in creating a better understanding 
and a better feeling between the sections. 
He felt that all that was necessary to 
create kindly feeling between the people 
of both sections was to make them better 
acquainted with each other. The park 
'at Chickamauga had done a wonderful 
work in this direction. He considered 
the Atlanta campaign one of the most im- 
portant during the war. 
Dalton, the battles waged and the final 
result, the falj of Atlanta, had brought 
about the end of the war. The manage- 
ment of the campaigu on both sides had 
been skillful, and was regarded in mili- 
tary circles as being one of the most 
wonderful campaigns in history. This 
campaign was not thus far commefmor- 
ated by a nationa| military park. None 
of the parks thus far established related 
ito this campaign. 

Colonel Livingston Concluded. 

Colonel L. F. Livingston said he wished 
to explain the exact character of the 
property and options now held by the 
Atianta committee. The movement to 
secure the options had been on foot for 
severa] mouths. The work had been done 
without letting it be known that the 
movement for a park was contemplated. 
The matter had been kept out of the 
papers and nothing said publicly until 
the matter was thoroughly in hand, In 
this gvay very low prices had been se- 
cured—making the entire property (1,275 
acres) average $122 per acre. The land 
was held by some twenty-five different 
parties. Some of it lying directly on the 
hHoulevard, Peachtree road, and hence 
very valuable.

The first commissiuns to be issued to 
Officers of the state militia under the re- 
Organization which went into effect 
Thursday night, comtained the nameg of 
the officers of the Hibernian Rifles, of 
this city, the only command of the Fifth 
regiment to re-elect its old officers with- 
out exception, 

The election of Captain M. A. Ers- 
kine, First Lieutenant J. H. Owen and 
Second Lieutenant John Heybach was 
effected without opposition, and as a rec- 
ognition of the valuable work of these 
officers. The three commissions are the 
first to be issued for a term of three 
years, as provided by the new law, and 
the Hibernian Rifles is the only command 
in Georgia with its reorganization com- 
pleted, 

Under the construction placed on the 
act of the legislature by tthe state offi- 
Cialg those officers of the militia who have 
been elected to. succeed themselves, thus 
retaining their old commands, are not 
compelled to stand examination, and such 
will be commissioned by the adjutant 
general as soon as possible, 

The returng of the elections held all 
over the state last night are now being 
forwarded to the office of Assistant Ad- 
jutant General Byrd and quite a number 
of them were received yesterday. It 
will be the middle of next week, however, 
before the official result in all the regi- 
ments of the state will be known. 

Aside from the First regiment of cav- 
it is certain that no changes have 
been in the colonelcy of any regiment 
with the possible- exception of the Sec- 
ond regiment of infantry at Macon, In 
the First regiment of cavalry with head- 
quarters at Savannah Lieutenant Colo- 
nel P. W. Meldrim has been elected to 
the chief command. To this regiment 
belongs the Governor’s Horse Guards of 
Atlanta, 

Oldest Officer in Service Retired. 

The election of Colone] Peter Meldrim, 
of Savannah, followed only after the an- 
nounced intention of Colonel E. P. Miller 
to retire. .Colonel Miller was formally 
retired from the command of the regi- 
ment yesterday after a service of forty- 
nine years in the militia of Georgia. He 
began in 1851 as a private in the Liberty 
County Independent Troop of cavalry, a 
command which retained its individuality 
during the whole of the war between 
the states. 

In 1872 Colonel Miller was. elected second 
lieutenant of the Liberty County troop, 
and in 1878 he became itg first lieutenant. 
In 1884 he was made captain of the com- 
mand, and in 189 was chosen lieutenant 
colonel of the First regiment of cavalry. 
His election as colonel of the regiment 
was made in 1898, and from that time un- 
til yesterday morning, when the order for 
his retirement ‘was issucd, he retained 
command of the cavalry. 

The departure of Colonel Miller takes 
from the service of the state one of its 
most efficient and popular officers. Colo- 
nel Meldrim, who succeeds him, himself 
has an excellent military record, Colo- 
nel Meldrim is one of the oldest trustees 
of the state university and one of the 
leading attorneys of Savannah,

Goebel went to the democratic canvention calleqd for the purpose of 
nominating a governor with the sma‘lest number of votes and came away with 
the nomination. Instead of accepting this decision, his foes within the party 
who should have been bound by the action of the convention, began a bitter 
warfare upon him. The votes were counted and upon the face of the re- 
turns the election boards, although democratic, were compelled to concede a 
majority to Taylor, It remained for the legislature of the state to go beyond 
the returns as they appeared on their face. This was the duty of the law- 
making power, and having acquitted themselves of the task, the majority de- 
clared that Goebel and not Taylor had received the majority of legal votes 
Cast. 

“By what right, then,’’ asked Governor Candler, 
obey the mandate of the final lawmaking power of the state? 

‘Plainly his refusal is backed up by force of arms and the contention that 
a state of insurrection exists at Frankfort. This is his ground for assuming 
to disobey the supreme power of the commonwealth. 

“It seems to me that the only insurrection is that produced by the repubil- 
can claimant for the governorship himself.” 

Governor Candler may be called a stickler for the practical application of 
the old principle of state's right and the settlement of all questions arising 
within the state strictly by the authorities of the commonwealth itse.f. He is 
satisfied that thé element of greatest danger possible now in the Kentucky 
situation would be the intervention of federal authority and federal troops 
in the interest of one faction to put down the other. 

“I would régret most of all,” saidthe governor, ‘‘to hear of the introduc- 
tion of federal authority in this matter. The legally constituted and final 
lawgiving power of the commonwealth has spoken, and it is not for the fed- 
eral government to say that that decision is right or wrong. Kentucky’ has 
brought this trouble on herself and it remains for the authorities of that state, 


and they alone, to solve the situation.”’

Chief W. R. Joyner, of the Atlanta fire department, has written 
twenty rules for decreasing the mumber of fires in the city. The rules 
all stant with “don't,” and some valuable advice is found in what he has 
to say. It is well known among the firemen and dnsurance men that 
a large majority of the fires @re caused by carelessness and neglect, 
and it is to guurd against these that Chief Joyner has written his rules. 

They have ween printed on @ neat card and will be distributed this 


morning among the business men of the eity. Chief Joyner intends 


that the cards be hung up in Conspicuous places in order that the 
rules may be easily read by all who should know them . 

It was because so many fires are the result of carelessness that 
Chief Joyner wrote his rules. He belleves that a large majority of 
the small blazes which now occupy the attention of the department 
can be avoided by simply bearing in mind a few facts in regard to gaso- 
line, benzine, olly rags and other combustibles, and by carefulness in 
regard to ash barrels, electric wires, matches and other things of a 
like nature,

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In a delightful three-act comedy, full to 
overflowing with the most delicate and re- 
finea wit, ani touched, at times, with a 
tender pathos, Augustus Thomas has 
framed a fitting tribute to that most lov- 
able of Irish poets—Oliver Goldsmith. At 
the same time he has piiven to thé stage a 
Play which, if not really great, is one of 
the clevercst of ita kind that has been 
produced in years—a play that may never 
rrove a big popular success, but one that 
appeals irresistibly to a large element 
who find rare enjoyment in plays of a 
literary character. 

To see “Oliver Goldsmith” is to spend 
two d-lightful hours in the company »f 
such rare and diversified botemian spirits 
as Dr. Samuel Johnson, David Carr.ck, 
Edmund Burke and Oliver Goldsmith— 
men brilliant in achievements and ready of 
wit, about whom ihe intervening years 
have thrown a rich glamour of romance 
which makes each stand out conspicu- 
ously in picturesque relief. This is in a 
sense literal, for so admirable are ihe 
characters drawn and so closely do they 
adhere to preconceived notions of them, 
that the true lover of Goldsmith and his 
time almost forgets that he is merely wit- 
nessing a play. This is a high tribute, but 
it is a just one. 

Augustus Thomas is a close student of 
Goldsmith and a lover of all literature 
dealing with characters who were his 
contemporaries and friends, To the task 
of presenting Oliver Goldsmith as the 
principal character in a comedy, he was 
stimulated by an enthusiasm for his sub- 
ject, and aided by a rich store of knowl- 
edge of the materials at hand, whica 
made failure out of the question. He has 
produced remarkably strong delineations 
of characters where another might have 
failed lamentably—for the building cof «# 
comedy around men that the world 1s 
perfectly familiar with is unusually @iffi- 
cult of satisfactory accomplishment. 

Not only are the characters of the com- 
edy remarkably in accord with the ideas 
that one formed after reading Bosweil’s 
‘Tife of Johnson” or Irving's fine appre- 
clation of. Goldsmith, but the elusive at- 
mosphere of the period is preserved in a 
fine degree as well.
